Auto Registration 

‘The time is approaching rapidly 
for the registration of all automobiles 
for the coming year and our valued 
friend, Arthur P. Fitt, furnishes some 
valuable information, received from 
the Registery of Motor Vehicles. There 
will only be one plate issued for 1945, 
and that is to be attached to the rear. 
The Registery office at Greenfield will 
begin issuing these plates on Monday, 
November 6, but over the counter and 
not by mail, several factors contribu- 
ting to this regulation. In the appli- 
cation. for registration there is some 
additional information requested not 
asked in former years. Question 11A 
must give the class of gas ration 
books you hold, whether A, B, C, or T.

The last ques- 
tion may cause confusion. However 
with an A card, you are allowed 96 
gallons and based on the OPA stan- 
dard of 15 miles per gallon, your mile- 
age would be 1440 miles. Coupons is- 
sued to B, C or T holders should be 
figured in like manner, if you recall 
the number of coupons you have ha

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‘Leonard R. Smith Dies 
Attained Age Of 92 

Leonard Richard Smith of Main 
Street passed in death, on Saturday 
October 21, at the age of 92 years. 
He was one of Northfields most re- 
spected citizens and until overcome 
by physical debilities was active in 
its civic, political and religious life. 
He was born in Winchester, N. H.

He has served public and com- 
munity interests in the town and for 
many years was located in the Book- 
store building here conducting legal, 
real estate and insurance business. 

He is survived by his wife and one 
son, Dr. Richard M. Smith of Boston. 
Funeral services were conducted at 
his home on Monday afternoon with 
Dr. Edward Fairbank and Dr. Rob- 
ert Bonner Jack officiating. Burial 
was in the family plot in the West 
Parish cemetary in Winchester.

General Court irto which it is to be introduced. 
It may be filed with the Secretary of the 
Commonwealth if the Attorney General shall 
ceritfy that the mexsure and its title are in 
proper form and that jt is not, affirmatively 
or negatively, substantially the same as any 
measure which has been qualified for sub- 
mission or submitted to the people at either 
of the two preceding biennial stste electiors, 
and that it contains only subjects not ex- 
cluded from the popular initiative and which 
are related or which are mutually dependent. 

The Secretary shall provide blanks for the 
use of subsequent signers. He shall print at 
the top of esch blark a-fair, concise sum- 
mary of the proposed measure, as determined 
by the Attorney General as it witl appear 
upon the ballot, together with the names and 
residences of the first ten signers. All such 
petitions, with the first ten signatures at- 
tached, shall be filed with the Secretary not 
earlier then the first Wednesday of the Sep- 
tember before the assembling of the Legisla- 
ture irto which they are to be introduced, and 
the remainder of the required signatures shall 
be filed not later than the first Wednesday of 
the following December.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 
CONSTITUTION 


Shall .an amendment to the constitution to 
provide that the Gereral Court may prescribe 
the terms and conditions under which par- 
dons of offences which are felonies may be

This article of amendment to the Constitu- 
tion of Massachusetts annuls Article VIII of 
section I of chapter II of Part the Second 
of the Corstitution, which vested the Governor, 
by and with the advice of the Couneil, with 
the full and unrestricted power of pardoning 
offences of which a person is convicted, ex- 
cept such as persons may be convicted of be- 
fore the Senate by sn impeachment of the 
House, and adopts a new Article VII ir: place 
thereof. 


This new Article VIII vests the pardoning 
power in the Governor, by and with the ad- 
vice of the Council, but provides further that 
if the offence to be pardoned is a felony the 
Legislature shall have power to prescribe the 
terms and conditions upon which a psrdor 
may be granted. 


The new Article VIII contains the same pro- 
vision as the old with relation to the ireffec- 
tiveness of pardons granted before a convic-
